The installed systems and devices to be serviced under this agreement include fire,
smoke, heat, and gas detection alarm systems including all detection devices. Various combinations of these
systems exist at each of the three power plants A licensed and experienced company in compliance with the
National Fire Protection Association, National Electric Code, Texas Insurance Code, and Texas Administrative Code
will provide these services.

During the course of testing and inspecting the systems, more extensive maintenance requirements were
identified; therefore, additional necessary inspections, testing, repair, and maintenance services of the gaseous
(Halon) fire system at Holly, Decker, and Sand Hill Power Plants are required. In addition, the proposed
amendment will expand services for the inspection and repair of the Halon fire systems at two additional locations,
Town Lake Center, and the Energy Control Center.
